TURKEY. 
THE PROPOSED SIMULTANEOUS WITHDRAWAL. 

Vienna, April 3—The J’olitical Correspond- 
ence says the negotiations between the Russian 
headquarters and Admiral Hornby for simul- 
taneous withdrawal bave remained at a com- 
plete standstill for the last few days. It is re- 
ported that Gen. Todleben brought fresh in- 
structions, and a resumption of these negotia- 
tions will possibly be attempted, as Prince 
Gortschakoff will probably be prevented from 
resuming his duties for some time. The idea 
has been revived of summoning Count Schouva- 
loff to discharge Prince Gortscaakoff’s functions 
ad interim. - 

COUNTERMANDED. 

A special ffom Constantinople states that the 
grand review at San Stefano was countermand- 
edin consequence of the necessity of dispatch- 
ing large bodies of troops against the Mussul- 


map insurgents. 
INVESTIGATING. 


Lowpon, April 30.—The Standard’: dispatch 
from Constantinople states that Mr. Maynard, 
United States Minister, went to Volo on Mon- 
day in an American man-of-war to inquire con- 
cerning the alleged massacres by Bashi-Bazcuks. 

TODLEBEN,

HIS FIRST ORDER. 

A special from Bucharest announces that 
Gen. Todleben has issued an order of the 
dav instructing the Russian troops in Roumania 
to behave well towards the people. 

HIS POLICY. 

Lonpox, May 1—5 a. m.—A Pera corre- 
spondent says further information strengthens 
the view expressed yesterday concerning 
Russian opinion in regard to Gen. Todlecben’s 
military action. Headds: “I learn that Gen. 
Todleben is dissatisfied with the present length 
of the Russian front, and thinks the advance on 
San Stefano was a mistake. He regards the 
Tchataldja lines as the true positions to be 
occupied. It is now expected that the question 
of the evacuation of the fortresses will be 
energetically pressed.” 

A correspondent at San Stefano also says the 
impression in the Russian army is that Gen. 
Todleben’s appointment portends strife. He 
continues: “I am told that Gens. Todleben and 
Imeretinsky both think war inevitable. The 
men are beginning to talk more of war. The 
appearance of the troops and horses when the 
Grand Duke Nicholas took his farewell on Sun- 
day was very satisfactory.”’ 

CONSIDERED EMBARRASSING. 

A Vienna correspondent draws serious atten- 
tion to the awkward position of the Russians. 
He points out how they are confronted at Con- 
stantinople by an army superior to anything 
the Turks had ever concentrated at one point 
throughout the war,—an army, according to 
the lowest estimate, numbering 70,000 men. 
The Mussulman insurrection also appears to be 
growing serious. It involves not only the whole 
of the northern half of the Rhodope range, 
but according to one account is spreading to 
the Balkans. The insurgents are endeavoring 
to gain the strategic points in a way that shows 
the existence of a directing head. 


ENGLAND. 
FOR MALTA. 
Lonponx, April: 30.—The first contingent to 


be dispatched from this country to Malta will 


number 5,000 men and two batteries of artil- 
lery, ali of which are under orders for embarka- 
tion. 

The torpedo service promises all that is de- 
sired. John J. Thornycroft & Co. will soon 
have ready five or six of the twenty torpedo 
launches they are building, and other firms are 
making extraordinary efforts towards the com- 
pietion of Government orders for launches. 

NAVAL RENDEZVOUS. 

Portland will be the rendezvous of ships pre- 
paring to formthe ficet for the Channel and 
North Sea. The coast guard and turret ships 
will proceed there as soon as ready. 

‘HE BALTIC FLEET. 

Considerable excitement seems to have been 
prodaced in Berlin by the announcement that 
an English flect is being fitted out for eventual 
operations in the Baltic. The idea enpressed in 
Berlin, that it is hardly to be expected that a 
foreign ficet would make its appearauce in the 
Baltic against the wish of Germany, is declared 
to be an eccentric theory which is repudiated 
by the German Government. 

CONTRABAND OF WAR. 

In view of the present critical state of affairs, 
the Liverpool customs authorities are under- 
stood to have been instructed to exercise spe- 
cial vigilance in the examination of export car- 
goes, to prevent articles contraband of war 
leaving the country.

NARROWED DOWN. 

Some consolation for the prolongation of ef- 
forts to preserve the peace is found in the fact 
that the point at issue is becoming gradually 
more distinct. The point is, whether Russia 
will recognize that the rights of the Great 
Powers, as established by the treaties of 1856 
and 1871, take the precedence of the claims of 
the Treaty of San Stefano. The concessions 
which it was stated Russia would make, viz.,

RRIGHT’S SENTIMENTS. 

The Hon. John Bright spoke at a large peace 
meeting in Manchester to-day. He declared 
there could be no faith in a Cabinet which had 
ne truth. Lord Beaconsfield was the great dis- 
turber of nations his policy was hateful in the 
sight of Heaven, and hostile to the highest in- 
terests of Great Britain. 


BESSARABITIA, 
RUSSIA DETERMINED TO NAVE IT. 

Lonpvon, April 30.—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the North Dutch Aliemaine Zei- 
tung, writing about Russia’s demand for Bess- 
arabia, says: “* Let no one deceive himself as to 
what iscoming. The desire to recover Bessara- 
bia is only the symptom of a wish pervading 
the entire Russian nation to destroy the Paris 
Treaty. It is not so much Bessarabia we are 
striving for. What we aim at is the canceling 
of this treaty. Whether the Bulgarian 
frontiers remain as defined in the Treaty 
of San  S8tefano, whether the Greek 
element is allowed more scope, whether Servia 
is aegrandized, whether Austro-Hungary is con- 
ceded the tempurary or permanent occupation 
of Bosnia and Herzegovina, making Montene- 
gro an enclave of her new territory—all this is 
of comparative indifference to the Russian na- 
tion. Whether the rearrangement of furkey 
is regulated by a Congress, Conference, or war, 
the demands for the restoration of Bessarabia 
will always be preferred with the same perti- 
nacity. Suppose we should be balked this time? 
This would only make us more eager to pursue 
our object in the future.”’ 


TIMES COMMENTS. 

The Times, in a leading editorial, says regard- 
ing this: ‘* Russia appears to be ready to make 
numerous concessions, provided she can substi- 
tute for common European interests in Turkey 
a set of isolated and conflicting interests, and 
can thus emancipate herself no less than Tur- 
key from direct obligations towards Europe. It 
is this disposition against which we must per- 
sistently protest, and if Russia seeks a peaceful 
issue to the present complication she must rec- 
ognize the principles she has acknowledged on 
former occasions. Let her only do that, and 
concessions even less than those she offers 
might in some respects satisfy this country."’ 


SERVIA. 
EVERYTIUING LOVELY. 

Lonpon, April 30.—A telegram from Bel- 
grade says: “It appears that friendship be- 
tween Russia and Servia is completely restored. 
It has been arranged that Servia. in the event 
of an Anglo-Russian war, sha!l only observe the 
stipulations of the San Stefano treaty, while 
Turkey remains neutral. It is probable that 
the Servian army wiil slowly occupy many 
strategica! positions in Old Servia witn the con- 
sent of Russia. All levies will be at their posts 
by May 19. Theintrenched camp at Kladova, 
which is one of the principai points of concen- 
tration, is now completely fortified.”’ 

SUSPICIOUS. 
THE CIMBRIA. 

Loxpon, April 30.A Vienna correspondent 
telegraphs as follows: ‘*The Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Packet Company’s steamship Cimbria, 
which has been chartered by the Russian Gov- 
ernment, has taken a contingent of forty officers 
and 500 seamen, and sturted to cruise on the 
Chinese and Japenese coasts.’’ te) 

New York, April 30.—The Cimbria put into 
Southwest Harbor, Me., Sunday last, for orders. 

ADDITIONAL. 

Soctuwest Harror, Me., April 30.—About 7 
o’clock Sunday morning the steamship Cimbria, 
of Hamburg, one of the New York and Ham- 
burg Live, arrived at this place. According to 
Capt. Bad®@hausen’s statement, she is char- 
tered by an agent of the Russian Gov- 
ernment. She proceeded to Port Baltic, in 
Russia, and there took on. board 
600 men, mostly Finns, as steerage passengers, 
and sixty-three men as cabin passengers. She 
sailed from Port Baltic April 20, and passed 
around the north of Scotland. Capt. Baden- 
hausen was under the orders of one of the cab- 
ip passengers, and when off Cape Sable, as he 
shaped his course for Cape Cod, be was directed 
to lay his course for Southwest Harbor, He 
has no cargo, only the ship’s stores. He is now 
He professes utter ignor- 
ance of the destination of the vessel or men. 
No person has been ashore except Capt. Baden- 
hausen and the gentleman in charge. The Jlat- 
ter has the bearing of a naval officer and is 
Russian. The Collector of the Port has not yet 
boarded the ship, and no other person has been 
allowed on board. The ship is full of men and 
keeps steam up continually. 

; A VISIT TO THE VESSEL. 

EvLiswortTu, Me., April 20.—The passengers 
on the steamer Gimbria, at Southwest Harbor, 
proved to be a regularly-organized ship’s com- 
pany of sixty officers and 600 seamen of the 
Russian Imperial navy under command of 
Count Grifenberg. On her arrival a long dis- 
patch in cipher was sent to Admiral Lessorsky 
at St. Petersburg, and the officers seem to be 
awaiting areply. The ship has a large amount 
of stores on board, including coal for ten days’ 
steaming. No arms nor ammunition are visi- 
ble, and the officers of the steamer deay that 
there are any such on. board, The 
officers and crew of the steamer number 
110, and are ali Germans. Capt. Badenhausen 
was taken out of another steamer and ap- 
pointed to the Cimbria three. days after he 
reached Hamburg, and she took in stores and 
passengers as rapidly as possible. Capt. Ba- 
denhausen has asked for a bill of bealth from 
this port. The Russian officers 

ARE VERY RETICENT 
about the object of their visit, and even profess 
to be ignorant of their destination or the pur- 
pose of their being sent here. Among the 
officers is a Russian nobleman of high rank 
who was with the Grand Duke on his visit to 
this country. None of the officers have yet 
been on shore except the Captain and Purser of 
the ship and Paymaster of the Russian corps. 

The Coilector has boarded the ship, and found 
her papers all right, corresponding to the Cap- 
tain’s statement. A formal entry will be made 
to-day. and a list of her passengers furnished as 
soon ascan be made out. They observe no 
special secresy, but permitted the Associated 
Press agent to freely go about the yessel. They 
think they may remain here some days. The 
ship came in without local pilot and no inquiry 
being made for a pilot. She is not disabled. 

IN WASHINGTON. 

Wasuincton, D. C., April 30.—No informa 
tion has been obtained here concerning the 
movements or purposes of the steamship 
Cimbria, which was recently reported off Elis- 
worth, Me. The subject excites no particular 
interest in Washington. A gentleman, who is 
extensively engaged in shipping, is authority 
for the statement that the Russian agents have 
been privately making inquiries as to what sup- 
plies of ships, etc., could be furnished to that 
Government should they be needed. 


EASTERN NOTEs:. 

AFFRAY BETWEEN SOLDIERS. 
CONSTANTINGPLE, April 30.—An affray has

Lonpown, April 30.—A Vienna correspondent, 
discussing the Austrian policy, while pronounce- 
ing the rumors regarding the occupation of Bos- 
nia as premature, does not say they are more 
than premature, but rather intimates that such 
measures may soon become justitiable. 

NICHOLAS. 

Statements regarding the significance of the 
Grand Duke Nicholas’ departure from San 
Stefano are contradictory. A Pera dispatch 
says it is the opinion in the Russian camp that 
the change in commanders marks an era of 
sterner policy.

Mr. Hale also replied to Mr, Randall, and said 
that the Jatter had never had so hard a task as he 
had had this session in trying to contro! the Dem- 
ocratie side of the House so as to prevent it from 
bankrupting the Treasury.

Conclusion of the Preliminary Exam- 
ination of the Coal Creek 
Murderers. 

They Are Heid for Murder, but 
Allowed Insignificant 
Bail.

THE NEGRO-MURDERERS BAILED. 
Sneciai Dispatch io The Tribwne. 
Covirnoton, Ind., April 80.—The last scene 
in the farce of the examination of the Fountain 
County Mollies took place to-day. At 9 o’clock 
this morning the Court opened to hear the 
arguments. Henry Brechterman opened forthe 
prosecution in a masterly effort, showing the in- 
suiliciency of the evidence on the part of 
the defendants to prove an alibi or justifiable 
homicide, and plainly convincing the Court and 
those present that the prisoners had acted under 
the direction of the officers of the Wabash 
Guards, and that for three wmonilis 
a conspiracy had been formed for 
the purpose of driving - away from the 
mines all negroes and white miners who were 
not in league with the Miners’ Union. Brechter- 
map was followed by &. F. Wood, who handled 
the case ror the defendants as well as possible 
under the circumstances. But it was very evident 
that he was laboring under great disadvantages 
in having no facts to work on. After Wood 
ame Mann, of Danville, who, instead of at- 
tempting to make any kind of legitimate argu- 
ment, took up his whole time in abusing the 
w.tnesses for the State, beaping upon them 
all upbeard of stigma and _ vituperations, 
and, instead of doing bis side of the 
case any good, only made it worse.. George Mc- 
Wiliams, for the State, concinded the argument 
inamanner that reficcts great credit on him- 
self, holding the Court and audience in breati- 
less silence for long periods while portraying 
the characters of the prisoners and those 
who so wantonly testiticd to  untruths 
for the benefit of the murderers. Upon the 
close ef his speech he recommended that John 
©’ Rourke, Sumner Clark, Johu Hasson, and 
George Hayland be acquitted, but the rest he 
committed to the County Jail to await the hear- 
ing of the Grand Jury, which will conyene on 
May 13. Justice Sloan, in summing up the evi- 
dence, said: ** Although there scems to be some 
who are not deeply implicated, and still a part 
whom the evidence does not show beyond a 
doubt were the principals, yet 1 pronounce all 
guiltyof murder in the first degree, and will hold 
them to bail in the sum of $3,000 each, except 
those mentioned above.’’ This decision rather 
startied the prisoners, for they all had been 
deiuded with the hope that they would be 
acquitted, but was received with greater sur- 
prise by the attorneys, as tnurder in the first 
and second degree are not bailable offenses by 
the statutes of Indiana. All succeeded in giv- 
ing the requisite amount of bail. Their names 
are as foliows: Victor Vaundervoor, Michael 
Vandervoor, Charles Mahan, Charics Harber- 
man, William Grisdale, Frank Bowland, Thomas 
Liewellyn, Ed Perry, Johno.Murphev, Wilmot

POOR JEAN PAUL.

Among those in the crowd were 
John Costello, Thomas McHugh, and Ped- 
dier Langnan. Paul was. knocked down 
and his head broken in and . beaten 
almost toajeliv. The assault attracted quite 
a number of people, all of whom were too care- 
ful of their own safety to interfere, and Paul 
was almost murdered before their very eyes. 
The men are well known, ands are 
a terror to the neighborhood. They had 
their own way, and only stopped when they 
had left their victiml as they thought, dead. 
Then they walked away, and, realizing the 
enormity of theircrime, have disappeared. The 
police arc making every cffort to find the mur- 
derers, but, up to to-night, no trace of them 
could be found. | The barkeeper, Layton, was 
not seriously injured, but Paul is in convulsions, 
and will not probably live until morning.

ENGLAND AND PRIVATEERING 


Plain Facts Regarding the Vexred Question 
-Truth and Fiction. 
; London Truth. 

A good deal of vague correspondence has been 
going on in the Zimes to prove and to disprove 
that, in the event of the Russian ports being 
blockaaea by our fleets, British commerce will 
pursue the even current of its Way across the 
ocean as though war did not exist. Most of the 
correspondents for and against this theory have 
evolved their facta in respect to itmternational 
Jaw from their moral consciousness. The sub- 
ject is somewhat a technical one, and it is im- 
possible to dogmatize upon it without having 
thoroughly studied it. A cobbler who haslcarsved 
how to make shoes knows more about them 
than the greatest sage who has never cobbied. 
I speut years of my life professionaliy learging 
juternational law. and this is whv J know more 
about it than the ingenious, but no doubt more 
intellectually gifted, correspondents of the 
Times, who mix up privateering with piracy, and 
fancy that the latter ‘tInicht be put down by the 
simple expedient of hanging those who engag® 
init. Piracyis exercising acts of hostility on 
the high seas without a commission from any 
Government, or exercising them with a com- 
mission from two Governments. ‘Thus, if a 
privateer during the Crimean war bad obtained 
letters of marque from France and England, 
and, after destroying a Russian vessel, had been 
taken by the Russians, the Captain and tne 
crew might have been hanged as pirates. Why 
thisis. 1 donot pretend to know; bat of the 
tact, according to international law, there is no 
question. 

Under no circumstances can a vessel witha 
letter-oi-marque from a belligerent become a 
pirate. if the vessel be captured, its crew are 
prisoners-of-war. Were they otherwise treated, 
this would simply lead to reprisals on prisoners 
taken from the belligerent that treats them in 
au exceptional manver. A belligerent may es- 
cablish prize-courts in neutral ports. The de- 
cisions of these courts are binding. The effect 
of a condemnation, however, is merely this: 
lf a ship be taken by a belligerent(and whether 
it be taken by a vessel-of-war or by a privateer 
makes no difference), addif it be retaken before 
condemned by a prize-court, it reverts to its 
original owner; but, if once condemned, the 
original owner is divested of all property on it. 
Thus, supposing that an English vessel was 
taken by a Russian privateer, brought into a 
port and condemned as a good prize, and the 
shid were then, on its voyage from this port, 
to be taken by an Engliso vessel, it would not 
revert to the owner, but become the property 
of the English Admiralty. 

Once taken, the ship is the absolute property 
of the captor. If he cannot bring it into a port 
to be condemned, he may destroyit. Bat, if 
he does so, he, runs the risk of its being shown 
that it docs not really belong to a belligerent, 
in which case be would have to pay heavy dam- 
ages to the State to whom it does belong. By 
the Treaty of Paris, certain countries, in the 
exercise of their sovereign rights, agreed bence- 
forward pot to bave recourse, a8 a means of 
war, to *“*fa course’’; by which was meant that 
they would not issue letters-of-marque to ship- 
owners, allowing them to make war on joint 
acvount with the issuers. It would be most 
unjust were any of them to withdraw the first 
time that they are at war from this engagement. 
But, were Russia to withdraw, there would be 
no remedy against her beyond a declaration of 
war. and war would already be existing. The 
remedy'in any case, however, would be against 
the State, and not against the individuals acting 
under the letters-of-marque granted by the State. 

As to wliat constitutes contraband-ol-war bo 
twu countries have ever agreed. hKssia would, 
therefore, pretend to find an excuse for issuing 
i¢tters-of-marque, by pleading that we were un- 
iuirly coudemuimg as contraband-of-war what, 
by international law, is not contraband, 

But the radical errorin the whole Zimes cor- 
respondence is tv suppose that Russia could 
hot prey uh Our COolituerce were she LO maintain 
the Veclaral lou Of Paris ia rr gard LO privateers, 
and were her ports to be hermetically sealed 
up. Nothing would be easier than to have 
what, practically, would be privateers, without 
violating the agreeuicnt to abolish ‘‘ta course.’’ 
A term which is used in a technical sense is 
most limited in its application, and, if used fin 
a veneral sense, Most Vaguc. W bat would oc- 
cur would be precisely what did occur during 
the American Ciyil War. A Russian agent 
would buy a ship; say, in a Spanish port. It 
vould be equipped to act as a_ vessel-of-war, 
but it would uot be armed. It would then 
innocently sail out of the port. At, say the 
Azvres, there would be cunsfor it in another 
ship. The tirst vessel wouid gall to the Azores. 
The second vessel would issue from the Azores. 
Bevond the three miles territorial limit,—that 
is to say. on the high seas,—the guus would be 
traushipped from the second into the first ves- 
eel. A Russian naval olficer, heretofore a 
passenger, would then read his commission, 
apd the vessel would becume-a Russian siip-ol- 

zs 
war.

In confirmation of the many recent re- 
ports that the Russian Government intends 
in case of war with England to send out a 
large fleet of cruisers to prey upon British 
commerce, comes the well-authenticated ac- 
count of the arrival upon the coast of Maine 
of a vessel, the Cimbria, carrying the Rus- 
sian flag, and on board of which, beside her 
complement of men and officers, there are 
600 sailors, mostly shipped in Germany. 
It may be that the object of this 
expedition can be explained by the com- 


relieve the anxiety of British owners who 
have vessels engaged in the carrying-trade 
between the United States and foreign ports. 
The fact that the vessel carries so large a 
number of seamen as passengers is, however, 


suggestive of the idea that it is comtemplated 


to fit out other steamers which will be supplied 
with crews from these men who now figure 
as mere passengers on board the Cimbria, 
thus at the outset avoiding all excitement 
which would be likely to spring from the 
open or secret enlistment of men in this 
country for such service.

Itis at once a matter of surprise and con- 
gratulation that the Senate should hesitate 
about concurring in the House amendment 
to the Bankrupt Repeal bill, which is 
necessary before the bill can be sent to the 
President. As the amendment was verbal, 
and did not change the effect of the original 
Senate bill, it was naturally supposed that 
it would be concurred in immediately by the 
Senate; in that case the benefits of a 
uniform Bankrupt act would have been shut 
off immediately upon the President's sign- 
It is evident, now, that the 
Senate is more disposed to give the proposi- 
tion a, deliberate consideration, and that 
many of its members opposed to the present 
law think a total repeal is not necessary 
in order to correct the abuses that 
have grown out of the law as it stands. It 
may not be that this change in sentiment 
will be strong enough to defeat concurrence 
in the billas it came from the House, but 
there is certainly more hope for such a 
result now than has been at any time since 
the bill was originally passed in the Senate. 
A reference to the Judiciary Committee 
ought to result in the reporting of a bill to 
lop off the exorbitant fees to officials and 
lawyers, and to provide more thorough pro- 
tection against frauds, instead of a total 
repeal, which would simply bring about a 
large number of State laws with contra- 
dictory and confusing provisions. It is 
feasible to make a National Bankrupt law 
that shall afford the benefits without the 
abuses of the present law, and that is what 
should be done. 


COLLECTING THE CITY REVENUE. — 
Independent of the immediate question of 
the validity of the scrip issued by the city 
against the taxes for the year, there is the 
standing, imperative necessity for some_ pér- 
manent arrangement whereby the necessity 
for issuing any such scrip may be obviated. 
If the courts shall determine that the scrip 
of 1878 is illegal, then there must be a sus. 
pension of the City Government. Is there 
no remedy,—no plan whereby the City Gov- 
ernment may exercise its functions and be 
maintained without the issue of any such 
paper? The answer to this question can 
best be understood by stating the existing 
troubles in the matter. , 

The fiscal year of the City Government is 
the same as the calender year, beginning 
Jan. 1 and ending Dec. 31. The appropria- 
tions for the year are required to be made at 
one time. The amount of the tax levied 
must correspond with the amount of the 
appropriations. The valuation of the prop- 
erty for taxation taxes place afler May 1. 
This valuation is not completed by the State 
Board until Ang. 20. The tax is levied and 
extended on this valuation, and becomes 
payable in December. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that before one dollar of the tax which 
is to support the City Government for the 
year—from January to January—can possi- 
bly be paid, twelve months of the year has 
expired. But the payment of tax. in De- 
cember is voluntary; the most that the 
Town Collectors can do from December to 
March is to collect a portion of the personal 
tax. In March the books are hahded over to 
the Collector, who from that time until late 
in June has to advertise notices to delin- 
quents, andobtain judgment for unpaid taxes, 
which includes 95 per cent of all the taxes 
on the real estate of the city. Judgment 
being obtained, the property is offered for 
sale, and in Sepfember or October the taxes 
are paid. Bearing in mind that the city ex- 
penditures begin Jan. 1, that the taxes to pay 
these expenditures do not become due until 
December following, and are not collected 
until September of the second year, it will be 
seen that there is an interval of twenty-one 
months between the beginning of expendi- 
tures ayl the receipt of the money with 
which to pay those expenditures. 

In other words, the city, though required 
by the Supreme Court to doa strictly cash 
business, never has any cash, and is always 
eighteen to twenty months behind in its 
payments, In the last seven years, the citi- 
zens have had seven and a half years’ 
Governmental benefits, and havé only paid 
eix years’ taxes. What is the remedy for 
this? The expedient of issuing city notes 
or scrip to cover these expenses 1s now de- 
clared void, and it is added that, not having 
the money, the city cannot incur any ex- 
pense for any purpose. 

In yesterday's Trrsune was printed some 
suggestions which we think if adopted by 
the City Council might overcome and cor- 
rec® some of the evils'which now embarrass 
the city. Substantially, it was suggested: 
(1) That under the law it is. within the 
power of the Mayor and City Council by or- 
dinance to change the fiscal year; and that 

the Council should, in proper time, provide 
that the next fiscal year should begin on 
July 1, 1878, to extend to June 30, 1879. 
The appropriations already made, and the

(2) That this ap- 
propriation being for only half a year should 


embrace only appropriations for the interest 


on the city debt, the pay of school-teachers, 
firemen, police, the Health Department, the 
working of the bridges, and such other 
operating expenses as are indispensable, 
the whole not necessarily exceeding 
$1,500,000. (3) The new fiscal year begin- 
ning on July 1, the City Council would cer- 
tify the amount to the County Clerk, and it 
would be extended on the warrant in No- 
vember. (4) The tax thus levied for the ex- 
pense of the Government for the six months 
from January to July, 1879, would be all col- 
lected by September, 1879, and the city would 
have the money and would have all its 
accounts closed up to the close of June of 
that year. For the year beginning July 1, 
1879, to June 30, 1880, the whole tax for the 
year would be all received into the Treasury 
within two months after the close of the 
fiscal year,—a saving of seven months in 
time, and obviating the necessity of any scrip 
outstanding during that long time, if indeed 
any were issued at all. Instead of having 
eight and a half years’ expenditures to be 
paid with seven years’ taxes, there 
would be eight years’ expenditures 
to» be paid with seven years’ taxes, 
the actual appropriations for six months of 
this time being reduced one-half. In addi- 
tion to the gain of half a year in the indebt- 
edness of the city, ¢he collection of taxes 
and the receipt of revenue would begin so 
much nearer the beginning of the year’s 
expenditure, atid would be closed up so close 
upon the ending of the year that there need 
be no necessity—even if it were legal—to 
issue any scrip, or to borrow any money in 
any other way. 

- Thischangeof system, orrather in the time 
of levying taxes and collecting the revenue, 
requires no appeal to the Legislature, and, 
of course, does not involve any change in 
the law governing other cities ; it is a matter 
easy of accomplishment and entirely within 
the legislative control of the Council. This 
plan being practicable, easy of accomplish- 
ment, and offering a perm~nent relief from 
the worst of the existing evils, it should be 
considered by the new Council, which doubt- 
less will have the courage to apply any 
remedy which has any promise of relief. 


THE FUTURE OF THE PHONOGRAPH. 

Of all the inventions of the present cen- 
tury, not one has created such an interest 
or attracted such widespread attention as 
the Phonograph. Magazines have tecmed 
with articles upon the inventor and his in- 
vention, and the newspaper press has specu- 
lated upon its possibilities clear to the verge 
of the wildest imaginings. The most inter- 
esting article, however, that has yet appear- 
ed is in the current number of the North 
American Review, and it derives its interest 
largely from the fact that it is written by 
Mr. Eptson, the inventor himself, and is 
therefore an official statement of what ho 
has accomplished, and of future probabilities 
as they appear to him from the basis of his 
experiments. The article is such as might 
be expected from the pen of such a man,— 
brief, concise, and clear,—without unneces- 
sary flourish, and not transgressing limits of 
probability, and confined to a statement, 
first, of actual results; and, sécond, of 
probable future realizations. 

The actual results that he has accomplished 
are stated by Mr. Epison 1n substantially the 
following form: He has discovered that a 
vibrating disk is capable of receiving a com- 
plex motion that will represent the peculiar 
property of all the multifarious sound 
waves; that a record of them can be made 
upon plastic material by indentation, and 
that they can be restored, producing upon 
the ear the same sensation as if coming direct 
from the original source,—indeed, Mr. Epison 
claims that the articulation of some individ- 
uals has been greatly mproved in the pas- 
sage through the Phonograph; that this rec- 
ord can be removed and replaced upon a 
second apparatus without mutilation or loss 
of effective power to vibrate the second 
plate; that it requires but ten seconds to. re- 
move the recording sheet, and that it can be 
sent by mail at a slight cost for postage; 
that these indentations possess wonderful 
enduring power, and that the record can be 
multiplied indefinitely by electrotyping ; and 
that an audible reproduction may be had 
‘*by speaking at the instrument from a dis- 


| tance of from two to three feet in a loud 


tone” by the use ‘‘ of a flaring tube or funnel 
to collect the sound-waves and the construc- 
tion of an especially delicate diaphragm and 
embossing point.” 

The most interesting part of the article is 
devoted to the applications of these proper- 
ties of the Phonograph. The first of these 
contemplates a revolution in letter-writing. 
The record-sheet being placed in the Phono- 
graph, the matter? is dictated and recorded. 
The sheet is then removed and sent by mail 
to the correspoudent, who places it upon his 
Phonograph and listens to the voice of the 
one who has sent it. As Mr. Epison says: 
‘‘TInasmuch as it gives the tone of voice of 
his correspondent, i/ is identified. As it may 
be filed away as other letters, and at any 
subsequent time reproduced, i¢ is a pfPféct 
record. As two sheets of foil have been 
indented with the same facility as a single 
sheet, the writer may thus keep a duplicate 
of his communication. As the principal of a 
business house or his partners now dictate 
the important business communications to 
clerks, to be written out, they are re- 
quired to do no more by the phono- 
graphic method,‘ and do thereby disnense 


with the clerk and maintain perfect privacy 


in their communications.” All kinds of 
dictation can be readily effected by the 
Phonograph. It can talk to the compositor 
and record the sayings of witnesses, counsel, 
and Judge. It can-be used as an elocution- 
ary teacher, oras a primary teacher for 
children. It will reproduce music with 
marvelous accuracy and power. As the 
original record can be indefinitely multiplied, 
and as he estimates that 40,000 words can be 
placed upon a single metal plate ten inches 
square, phonographic, self-reading books 
for the work room, or sick room, sold at 
very small cost as compared with printed 
books, are among the strong probabilities of 
the future. He promises the children for 
the ensuing Christmas holidays dolls that 
will speak, sing, ery, or laugh, and every 
species of animal or mechanical toy,—such 
as locomotives, etc., supplied with their 
characteristic sounds. ‘*‘ The phonographic 
clock will tell you the hour of the day, call 
you to lunch, and send your lover home at 
10, etc.” There will be a conflict of opinion 
as to its value for the latter purpose. The 
stern ‘‘parient” will be a prompt patron, 
and the prospective mother-in-law will re- 
joice at a scientific contrivance that can do 
her work for her-in her own suggestive tone 
of voice. The fond lover will object to a 
sudden interruption of his passionate joys 
by a loud-mouthed clock, shrieking at 
him in a tone of voice loud enough 
to be heard all over the house, ‘‘It’s 10 
o'clock ; go home, Mr. Browx.” The young

retiring will distract the inner consciousness 
of the phonographic clock by setting it back. 
Even as shrewd an inventor as Mr. Epison 
may find this probability too difficult for him 
to actomplish, ‘The last,and in Mr. Epr- 
son’s opinion the most important, proba- 
bility of the future is a revolution in the 
present system of telegraphy by the com- 
bination of the Phonograph and Telephone 
principles, He claims that by a very simple 
device one vibrating-disk may be made to do 
duty for both the Telephone and Phono- 
graph, thus simultaneously transmitting and 
recording the message, and enabling the cor- 
respondent to hear it while it is being 
recorded. He claims even now that his 
‘* Carbon Telephone ” will already well-nigh 
effect the record on the Phonograph. In 
closing his article, Mr. Epison thus alludes 
to the telegraph of the future: 

The telegraph company of the future—and that 
no distant one-— will be simply an organization 
having a huge system of wires, central and sub- 
central stations, managed by skilled attendants, 
whose sole duty it will be to keep wires: in proper 
repair, and give by switchor shunt arrangement 
prompt attention to subscriber No. 923 in New 
York when he signals he desires to have private 
communication with subscriber No. 1,001 in Bos- 
ton, for toree minutes. The minor and totally in- 
consequent details which seem to arise as obstacles 
inthe eyes of the groove-telegraph man, wedded 
to existing methods, will wholly disappear before 
that. remorseless Juggernaut—‘‘the needs of 
man. ”’ 

That Mr. Epison may live to see all the 
probabilities he has outlined become reali- 
ties pill be the very gen@l wish of the 
whole community, whose needs he is so 
rapidly anticipating with his wonderful. dis- 


coveries. 


A JUNE FRESHET IN APRIL. 
The heavy rains that fell in Wisconsin last 


week were not confined to any one locality, 
but prevailed over every section of the State. 
Such a heavy freshet, falling just after 
spring seeding had been concluded, must 
have a very beneficial effect upon the young 
grain, and gives the farmers strong hopes of 
an abundant harvest. But the wet weather 


| bas been a godsend to another large class 


of thrifty citizens besides the agriculturists. 
The lumbermen have suffered severely for 
the last three years in consequence of the 
dry seasons and the failure to get their logs 
A large proportion of the log- 
cut of 1876 and of 1877 has been waiting 
upon the rivers’ banks for just such a rise as 
now floods all the streams, great and small, 
in Wisconsin. As lumbermen well know, 
pine logs rapidly deteriorate when lying ex- 
posed to the vicissitudes of the weather, and 
another summer’s waiting on land for floods 
that failed to come would have ruined a 
large number of men. But the recent drive 
has brought everything down that has been 
‘* waiting and watching” for the windows of 
heaven to be opened for so long a time, 
and the food necessary to supply the 
insatiable maw of thousands of saw-mills. 
The lumbering interest has now become so 
great in Wisconsin, and so much business is 
involved in it, that people outside have only 
an inadequate idea of the importance and 
magnitude of the trade. All the principal 
rivers in the State except the Rock penetrate 
into the famous pine region, and for hun- 
dreds of miles along these larger streams and 
their smaller tributaries the inhabitants of 
the towns, cities, and villages have their pe- 
cuniary interests directly or remotely inter- 
woven with some phase of the lumbering 
business. Consequently, everybody is in 
high feather ‘‘ when the logs come down,” 
and that trite phrase has got to be an adage 
of more significance than most people im- 
agine. It means employment for thousands 
of industrious poor people whose only means 
of subsistence is their daily bread; it means 
the busy hum of mills that have been idle for 
six months; it means payment for supplies 
furnished and work done ia the past; and it 
means a quickening of the sluggish pulse of 
trade and an invigorating tonic for local com- 
merce. 

From all the principal points on the Chip- 
pewa, Black, St. Croix, Menominee, Eau 
Claire, Wisconsin, Wolf, Fox, Oconto, Pesh- 
tigo, and their tributaries, the information is 
to the effect that the present rise is abun- 
dant, and that millions and millions of logs 
are already securely fixed in the booms, or 
are already well on their way down-stream on 
a successful drive. Owing to the absence of 
snow last winter, the crop of logs was light- 
er than has been cut in twenty years, and a 
general rise in all the streams was the only 
thing that could possibly keep dozens of en- 
terprising men out of bankruptcy. It is 
also a very extraordinary event to see a June 
flood come in April, and this is a benefit of 
no slight importance to millmentand lum- 
bermen in protracting the season fully a 
month and a half, and putting the extension 
of time at the end where it will do the most 
good. 

The people of Wisconsin have reason to 
congratulate themselves upon the fine pros- 
pect ahead for a successful season in the two 
principal pursuits of her citizens, agriculture 
and lumbering, both of which open the 
spring campaign most auspiciously. 


THE FALLACIES OF COMMUNISM. 

We have already said that the very basis 
of Socialism or Communism is to be found 
in the phrase, ‘‘ Property is robbery.” The 
American Socialists are making an effort to 
conceal this ultimate aim and purpose of their 
movement. Some of them may honestly be- 
lieve that they do not intend fo go so far as 
this, but the more intelligent men among 
them know that their principles have no 
other possible outcome, and merely strive to 
deceive the public. We took up the state- 
ment of the fellow A. R. Parsons the other 
day, and followed it. out to its logical con- 
clusion ; the same conclusion may be reached 
from any other statement of Communistic 
principles as conceived in this country. 

The Indianapolis 7imes, announcing itself 
as ‘‘the official and only workingman’s 
newspaper in indiana,” and proclaiming its 
mission to be ‘* the emancipation of labor,” 
publishes the platform of the ‘* Socialistic 
Labor Party,” of which the following is the 
most significant plank : 


We demand that the resources of life—the means 
of production, pubdlic transportation and communi- 
cation, land, machinery, railroads, telegraph 
lines, canals, etc., become, as fast as practicable, 
the common property of the whole people through 
the Government, to abolish the wages system, and 
substitute in its stead co-operative production, 
with «a just distribution of its rewards. 


This statement of Socialistic aims leads up 
to precisely the same point as Parsons’ exposi- 
tion of Communism. There are but two 
ways in which all property can: be turned 
over to the Government in trust for the com- 
mon benefit of all citizens. One is by pur- 
chase, the other by confiscation. 

We scarcely think that the genuine Com- 
munists contemplate the actual purchase of 
all the lands, all the implements of produc- 
tion, all the machinery of manufacture, and 
all the means of transportation and com- 
munication in the United States ; but, if they 
mean this, let us see what it comes te. All 
the property in the Union has a value of be- 
tween forty and fifty billions, and a Gov- 
ernment purchase thereof could only be 
accomplished by the issue of bonds to that 


amount in exchange for the property taken.

It is simply out-of the question to suppose 
that any such debt (twenty times that of 
the present national debt) could ever be 
paid, so that the bonds issued would only 
-have a value in proportion to the amount of 
interest they would bear. The security— 
the good faith of a Communistic Govern- 
ment—would not be of the best, and the 
annual interest for which the Government 
would -become pledged would amount to 
over $3,000,000,000, or nearly double as much 
every year as the entire national debt. If pay- 
ment of interest were continued, this. trans- 
action would amount to the payment of fall 
rent for the whole of the property. But that 
is all which proptrty of any kind brings in 
now,—rent and interest being terms of the 
same purport. There would then be a Gov- 


if good, would be a boon to all owners of 
property in times like these. 

But, in this case, how would the im- 
pecunious laboring class be any better 
off than they are now? The wagas- 
system, which they call slavery, would 
be abandoned, it is true, but their earning? 
would have to discharge the annual in- 
terest or rent before any division of proceeds 
could take place. As itis now, the owners 
of property take the risk of rent or interest. 
Some years the property may pay well, 
other years badly, other years not at ail, 
and still other years there may be a loss; 
but, in the meantime, wages go on for sery- 
ices rendered. But, when the Government 
holds the property in trust and has 
guaranteed the payment of interest or rent, 
then the property-owner becomes the pre- 
ferred creditor instead of the laborer as now. 
Then, in case of loss, it must fall upon the 
laborers in common with the present prop- 
erty-owners, for there can be no division 
until after the interest or rent shall be paid. 
The exchange, in this case, will scarcely be 
an improvement on the wages-system. 

Suppose, however, the Socialistic demand 
means, not the purchase or rental of all 
property by the Government, but its confis- 
cation from the owners. This is the most 
probable theory, for, even if a Communistic 
Government should start out with a pretense 
of purchase, the accumulation of an unprece- 
dented and incomprehensible debt, utteriy 
beyond all possi >ility of payment, would 
resultin repudiation. Indeed, the principles 
of Coramunism—everything in common— 
do not admit of the theory of purchase or 
rental. Then it becomes, first, a question of 
power.. The present owners of property are 
not going to yield to universal confisca- 
tion without a bloody struggie. ‘The Commn- 
nists must grow strong enough to acquire 
this property by conquest. With 6,000,000 
of men in this country who own farms, or 
houses in cities, or other property, who com- 
prehend the best brains, energy, and moral 
courage of the communify, and who have 
relatives and dependents with equal interest 
in maintaining property-rights,—it is not 
at all likely that the dreamers, fanatics,, 
knaves, and thieves will be able to prevail. 

But, if we admit that the Socialists shall 
eventually arrive at a practical attempt at 
common property and equal distribution of 
the products, what will then be the result ? 
The wages-system having been abolished, 
along with the abandonment of all the pres- 
ent incentives to industry and frugality, it 
will devolve upon the Government to com- 
pel all men to work alike, and to:act as 
the middleman for the production, trans- 
portation, barter or sale, and final distribu- 
tion of proceeds. To do all this will require 
whole armies of officeholders numbering 
millions of men. One great army, larger 
than the combined military forces of Europe, 
will be needed to restrain the evil and 
selfish passions of men in such a condition, 
to whip in those who shirk their share of the 
common labor, to shoot down those who 
seek to take an advantage of their neighbors 
by idleness or chicanery, and to imprison 

.gnd torture those who dare to save anything 
for themselves out of the universal chaos. 
Will such a state of things be any improve- 
ment upon the present wages-system ? There 
will be an enormous privileged class acting 
as Government agents to run the railroads, 
steamboats, and telegraphs ; another vast priv- 
ileged class to act as bosses and overseers 
with lash in hand; still another to act as 
middlemen, and do what the merchants, 
grocers, butchers, and saloon-keepers now 
do. All the rest of the community will be 
the slaves of this new aristocracy, set up for 
the express purpose of overturning a system 
under which property is protected by the 
very organization of society, and wages 
guaranteed in preference to rent or interest. 

Communism is a crazy dream that has been 
indulged in some form or other in all ages, 
but it has never been anything but a chimera. 
It cannot be thought out intelligently or log- 
ically without leading to confusion, dismay, 
oppression, Injustice, and failure. The very 
men who think they would be the chief ben- 
eficiaries under a system which should rec- 
ognize no property rights would in fact be 
the greatest sufferers in the end, for they 
would lose the protection and guarantee of 
the present association of capital and labor, 
which always prefers wages for services over 
interest on capital or rent on property. 
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MOVING DAY. 

If Canter Harrtson’s eagle were taking a 
flight over the continent to-day, looking 
down upon Chicago he would behold a 
strange and moving spectacle. He would 
see the streets filled with drays, trucks, and 
express-wagons, piled up with household 
furniture, going from house to house, and 
distracted men, and bedraggled women, and 
jubilant children seeking new homes, The 
mania for Mayday moving, which is peculiar 
to the American people, is one of those 
mysteries which has never yet been satis- 
factonly accounted for. Wild geese change 
their quarters annually for satisfactory rea- 
sons connected with the perpetuation of 
their kind, but. this important natural rea- 
son is not applicable to the case in question. 
Nomadic tribes wander from point to point, 
but they are peripatetic for satisfactory 
causes. They have no taxes to pay. Having 
eaten up the substance of one place, they are 
obliged to move on. They do not put 
money in savings* banks, do not have to go 
to churches, have no{notes to meet,—in point 
of fact, have no ties to bind them to one 
spot of ground more than to another. Con- 
sequently they are happiest when in motion. 
This reason cannot apply to our people who 
are living in the streets to-day. The peripa- 
tetic house-hunter may assume an air of 
cheerfulness as he rides on the top of his 
household goods to his new home, but in- 
wardly he is full of cursing. The best 
Christian in Chicago isa a monster of depray-

The mania for moving is all the more re- 
markable when the penalties which it 1n- 
volves are considered. No man likes to have 
the innermost secrets of his house laid bare 
to the public gaze, and however much he 
may strive to get all the handsome furniture 
on the outside of the load, his pride is sys- 


tematically disregarded by the teamster and

his corps of lifters, who contrive to arrange 
the load in such a manner as to produce 
feelings of contempt and scorn upon the part 
of the public. Brows, for instance, has had 
the reputation of living in an elegantly- 
furnished house, equipped after the latest 
fashions in furniture, pictures, plates, hang- 
ings, and general bric-a-brac, but when 
Brown’s luxurious surroundings make their 
appearance on public exhibition, and a huge 
truck moves in a stately manner down Wa- 
bash avenue with Brown’s portrait in front, 
surmounted by a copper boiler and flanked 
by rusty stove-pipes, with a dirty straw- 
mattress on the top of the load, whereon rides 
the frowsy servant like the Goddess of 
Liberty on a circus-car, and an unmentiona- 
ble sample of ceramics hanging to the tail- 
board, the critical public, and especially the 
women of the neighborhood into which 
Brown moves, and who take an inventory of 
the furniture, are very apt to set him down 
as a fraud, aud to regard poor Mrs. Brown as 
not occupying that exited social status 
assigned her by common rumor. She there- 
fore goes into the neighborhood under a 


cloud which is never thorouglitly dissipated. 


Her furniture is decried. her husband is 
underrated, and she herself is unanimously 
assigned a position where it is unnecessary 
to put on airs. As for the little Browns, the 
small but warlike boys of the neighborhood 
take their physical measure the very first day 
by processes known to the small boy that 
involve a rush of blood to the nose and dis- 
colorations nader the eye. 

Discomforts of this sort are not the only 
penalties. No woman who has to move will 
admit that she dislikes moving. With that 
patience which is a characteristic of the sex, 
they assume the burden without complaint, 
so far as outer appearances are congerned, 
but they do not like it for all that, and that 
they do not like itis shown by the extraor- 
dinary efforts of Mrs. A going out of one 
house to make it comfortable for Mrs. B 
who is coming into it, and, as Mrs. B has 
also made the house comfortable for Mrs. C, 
and so on, of course each individual female 
gets even with some other female, and thus 
revenge for the necessity of moving, imposed 
upon them by the sterner sex, is evenly 
seatterea amongst all the gentler beings, 
and thence reflected with renewed intensity 
upon the originators of their troubles. It is 
astonishing how much solace a few broken 
window panes, little piles of rust and soot, 
sinall obstadéles accidentally lodged in waste- 
pipes, leaking faucets, door-keys carried off, 
a brick across a flue, and a miscellansous 
collection of old hats, rubbers, fruait-cans, 
broken g@rockery, beer-bottles, and other 
domestic bijouterie and bric-a-brac scattered 
about the house and yard can bring to the 
departing tenant. 

The picture of man made a little lower 
than the angels wrestling with a stove-pipe 
ot drawing carpet-tacks, or of lovely woman 
with a towel about her brow and a broom 
in her hand raising clouds of dust, is not 
a pleasant sight to contemplate, but it is 
one of those realities, those pre-Raphaelite 
touches of nature that make the world kin 
and reduce us all to one common level. It 
may be that this is the real essence of the 
mystery of moving-day,—to strip off our bor- 
rowed plumes, and artificial gloss, and super- 
fluous trappings, and exhibit us each to the 
other tn propria persona,—for certain it is 
that the moment a man’s penates are hud- 
died upon a truck, wrong side up, and the 
domestic caravan commences moving, that 
man ceases to be an object of public admira- 
tion, and is no better or higher than any 
other man. His identity is lost in a multi- 
tude of vulgar details, and he never quite 
recovers from the disastrous effects of the 
pubhe exhibition of the secrets of his house- 
hold. 


The Ways and Means Committse of the 
House of Representatives has decided to re- 
port a joint resolution directing the suspen- 
sion until 1885—or for seven years—of the 
purchase of national bonds for the Sinking 
Fund. This resolution is most wise, just, 
and timely. ‘The act of 1862 provided that 
the Government should retire annually a sum 
of the public debt equal to 1 per cent of that 
debt. This provision of law was not exe- 
cuted until 1869, and since then there have 
been purchased for the Sinking Fund bonds 
exceeding the legal requirement to the 
amount of $241,489,168. This does not in- 
clude some $137,000,000 of the debt pur- 
chased by Secretary Bourwett and canceled. 
The annual purchase of the debt required 
by the Sinking Fund is now something in 
excess of $20,000,000, but the interest on the 
bonds so purchased does not cease. The 
whole sum of debt purchased for the Sink- 
ing Fund continues to bear interest, which 
interest is employed to purchase other debt. 
The total annnal purehase of bonds 
for the Sinking Fund is now nearly $35,000, - 
000. The present generation who have 
furnished the money to purchase these sev- 
eral hundred millions of the public debt 
have not hid any relief from the tax for in- 
terest. When aman pays the principal of 
a debt, he ought to be exempt theréafter 
from paying interest thereon; but the country 
is still taxed to pay interest on all the debt, 
the principal of which has been paid. There 
can be no moral or legal objection to the 
suspension of further purchases for the Sink- 
ing Fund, because there is no creditor de- 
manding it, and the Government is already 
in excess of the requirements of the law 
to nearly two hundred and fifty millions of 
dollars. The question for members of Con- 
gress to ask themselves is, whether the 
#160,000,000 to $200,000,000, which will be 
paid into the Sinking Fund during the next 
eight years, will not be of more benefit to 
the country if left im the hands of the 
people than if paid into the Treasury to pay 
bonds which are not due, and which bonds 
when paid will still continue to bear inter- 
est. There ought not to be the least ob- 
jection to passing this resolution without 
delay. 


The death of Co_tgs Basurorp, which took 
place in Arizona on the 25th inst., is an event 
that recalls many important and exciting inci- 
dents in the historv of Wisconsin. Basnrorp 
was elected Governor of Wisconsin in 1856, being 
the first Republican ever elevate to the Execu- 
tive office in that State, but the certificate of elec- 
tion was given to his Democratic oppovent, the 
late WitiiaM A. Barstow.

The elder Bell, who has 
been Secretary of State, and is generally under- 
stood to have claims upon the party for the best 
offices going, was on the floor of the Senate to- 
dav, lobpying against the reduction. Senator 

Forrest, of Cincinnati, spoke in favor of cutting 

the salarv down. He said the office of Railroad 

Commissioner was practically of no account; that 

Bell and bis son were never to be found at their 

post, dud that the work was left toa boy, who 

was usually drunk. Soon after Forrest had 
finished a conversation was heard in that part 
of the hall, and, the next minute, Forrest was 
seen lying on the floor with Bell gripping his 
throat. Senators rushed in anda separated 
the combatants and ae sceve of great 
confusion followed. Several members called 
out to have Bell arrested, and the Sergeant-at- 
Arms took himin charge. He was afterwards 
released. Forrest, whose neck bears witness to 
severe choking, savs he was rising from his 
chair when Bell grabbed him, and, taking bim 
at a disadvantage. threw him down. ' When 
order had been restored, Senator Marsh offered 
a resolution, which was adopted, appointing a 
Cominittee of three to investigate the matter. 


It is likely to result in expeiling Bell from 
office. The Legislature bow bas tour investiga- 


tions on hand, and the usual time for adjouarn- 
ment is long since past. The Democratic 
managers in the State are beginning to feel 
nervous about the approaching campaign. 

Another account of the attack is as follows: 
Mr. Bell approached the Seuagtor and asked 
what he meant by that speech, adding that the 
appropriation was how lower than it was 
under the previous Administration. Forrest 
retorted that the office was a sinecurc, and 
should be abolished; that be had been there 
several times, and never found the Commis- 
sioner or any one else in, except once, when he 
found a young man who he presumed was his 
eon. the clerk, who was drunk. To this Bell 
gave the lie. Forrest then jumped up, when 
they clinched. the Senator-reaching the floor 
first. with the Commissioner on top. ‘The Ser- 
geant-at-Arms theu separated the warriors, and 
reauested Bell to leave the chamber, which he 
did. No one had observed the talk, and all were 
only made known of the disturbance -when 
the crash came. Inamoment the excitement 
became intense, all the members leaving their 
seats. Members in the House, reporters, and 
attaches in the various Departments rushed in. 
The Senate found it necessary to adjourn. A 
note was sent to the Commissioner summoning 
him before a Committee of the Senate, who arc 
to investigate. Members in the Senate claim 
that Bell bad no riebt to come in the _Senate to 
try to throttle the speech of a member, and 
threaten to retaliate ty introducing a bill 
abolishing the office and throwing Beil and his 
son out altogether. The affair has created a 
most. profound sensation. It is the ouly thenie 
discussed to-night. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Co_umsBvus, O., April 30.—In the Senate the 
only interesting feature wasthe assault mace 
upon Senator Forrest by Railroad Commis- 
sioner Bell. The trouble grew out of words 
spoken in debate by Forrest. The combatants 
were separated without damage, but an in- 
vestigation has been ordered. 

In the House, House bills were passed to 
require private bankers to make semi-annual 
statements and publish the same; to require 
newlv-organized mutual insurance companies 
to pay ip advance 20 per cent on their premium 
netes; to proyide for courts of conciliation 
with respect to fontracts and controversies con- 
cerning the progluctive industries of the State; 
to require mutual benefit life-insurance com- 

vanies doing husinessin Ohio to make state- 
ments to the Insurance Department, and to 
reorganize the Girls’ Industrial Home. 

In the Senate, bills were introduced to pro- 
vide for leasing the State public works; to 
abolish the office of State Commissioner of 
Railroads and Telegraphs, and to transfer his 
duties to the office of the Insurance Commis- 
sioner; to authorize County Commissioners to 
employ County Solicitors as legal advisers. 

A resolution was offered and laid on the table 
dire cting the Commissioner to inquire whether 
the Warden of the Penitentiary is carrying out 
the law which provides that each county shall 
be allowed one guard. ~ 

In the House, billa-were introduced to redis- 

trict Ohio for Congressiona! purposes. This 
bill gives the Democrats fourteen out of twenty 
Congressmen ; to authorize street-railroad com- 
panies in certain cases to condemn private prop- 
erty. 
The House bill to provide houses of detention 
for the saie Keeping of women and children 
charged with offenses and held for trial, was de- 
featcd. 

The House bill to make the knowledge of 
the metric system a necessary qualification for 
persons seeking position as school-teachers, was 
passed. 

In the Senate, the House bill to make wages 
due laborers to the amount of $300 a preferred 
claim in cases of assignment, was indefinitely 
postponed. — 

A joint resolution wae offered and adopted 
providing for adjouroment from May 13 to Dec. 


COURT MARTIAL. 
The Misfortune of Brig.-Gen. Kantz 
Writing a Book for His Enemy. 
Special Dispatch to The Trioune. 

Omana, Neb., April 30.—One of the most im- 
portant courts martial since the close of the 
War will be held at the parlors of the Grand 
Central Hote! in this city to-morrow, far the 
trial of Gen. A. V. Kautz, recently command- 
ing the Department of Arizona. The principal 
charge against the defendant is that he violated 
an army regulation forbidding an officer. writing 
or furnishing ior publication any matter regard- 
jng, military) movements, orders, officers, etc. 
In this case Gen. Kautz published a pamphiet 
review of Judge-Advocate-Gerecral Davis’ opinion 
of Kautz’s official actionin the case of Capt. 
Campbell, of the Fifth Cavalry, who was sen- 
tenced to dismissal, but whose sentence was set 
aside in Washington. The pamphlet was circu- 
lated privately m the army. This trial 
is attracting vonsiderable attention, especially 
in military circles, both on account of the high 
rank ol officers composing the Court, and 
by reason of the peculiar nature of | the charges 
against the defendant. Itis the first time in 
the history of the country in which the question 
has arisen whether an officer bas the right to 
impugn the motives of his st:perior as expressed 
in official papers.

M’VICKER’S THEATRE. 

A new comedy, embroidered with loca) al- 
Insions, was presented Monday and jast evening at 
this theatre under the captivating title of ** Our 
Aldermen.” It is not a pretentious effort, the 
principal aim being to satirize, in a vein that is by 
no means ferocious, some of the foibles incident 
to political existence. There is a thread of 
comedy plot running through the four acts, but it 
is occasionaily lost sight of, the dramatist's object 
seeming to be rather to point a moral than adorn a 
taie. The voice of the local political preacher is 
distinctly heard in the work throughout. The 
satire is at once appreciated, and the spectator is 
bound to recognize in the personages 
familiar forms, as well as in the? dialogue— 
which is often spicy and pertinent—familiar 
The most obvious 
fault of the piece appears to be that the story is 
almost crowded out of sight to make room for 
**local hits,""—a very questionable proceeding. 
particularily ata time when political excitement is 
not running very high. and when be that runs may 
read all sorts of cleverly-turned sarcasms on iocal 
corruption. The newspaper, in these days, uses 
up ali this kind of ammunition pretty thoroughly, 
and you can hear the echoes from every gamin and 
idler on the street-corner, —so that there is no nov- 
eltvy in bearing it repeated in our piaces of amuse- 


ment. Indeed, it may be questioned whether 
many people care to hear much of such 
things in the theatre. Thus it turned ont 


thatthe very points that might have been cal- 
culated upon as telling ones did not tell, or at 
best were accepted good naturedly as a substitute 
for something that was mbre desirable. The situa- 
tions are farcical, and that there was abundant 
food for laughter in them was evidenced by the 
repeated rounds of applause which greeted the 
actore. They did their several parts well, and 
wrought up the interest in the piece with com- 
mendable vigor in presence of an audience which 
seemed ata loss to determine whether the thing 
wasto turn vut a song ora sermon. Messrs.

THE INQUEST. 


Simoni Held for the Murder of 
Young McCue. 


The Strairhtforward Testimony of the 
Numerous Witnesses. -. 


Removal of the Prisonerte Jail---What Sherry 
and Connelly of Him. 


At the Homie of the Deceased---The Crowd 
of Mourners. 


——— 

Coroner Dietzach in mefson presided at the 
McCue inquest, which was held in the Armory 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock. There was a 
crowd of perhaps fifty or sixty people in the 
room, composed of people rather above the usual 
order of intelligence found at inquests, but the 
two hours’ proceedings were utterly devoid of any- 
thing bordering on the demonstrative or the sensa- 
tional. The prisoner was not brought in until 
after the examinaton had proceeded for some 
time, and when he did make his appearance he 
looked the same sneaking, stubborn, dirty villain 
he did when he sent Nicholas McCue into the next 
world. An attorney by the name of Hutchinson 
watched the caee forthe prisoner, and the ques- 
tions which he occasionally suggested to the 
Coroner were duly put to the witnesses and duly 


answered. _ 

At the hour rammed everything was in readiness, 
and the jury took their seats inside the railing re- 
served for attorneys who are ‘wont to deafen Judge 
Sumnierfield with their noisy eloqnence. The 
twelve men good and true were: Louis Haas, J. C. 
Considine, G. B. Pfeiffer, Thomas F. Bailey, L. 
Lambert, Jacob Fager, P. Cullerton, P. Dorion, 
G. Winfield, P. Worth, Jobn Burke, A. Kimpling. 

MR. CHARLES H. STRONG, 
of Strong & Maynard, rietors of the drug-store 
inthe Atheneum Bulldfiig, was the first witness. 
fis story was, that he was sitting in his office about 
11 o'clock Monday moriing, when his attention 
was called to two persogg@running across Dearborn 
street from the Tremont House alley. One was a 
boy and the othera man. ‘The boy was following. 
Reaching the sidewalk infront of the store, the 


boy overtook and grabbed the man. A 
slight tussle ensued, and the man 
drew a pistol from his breast- pocket, 


after parrying a few sec- 
onds, fired directly at the boy. Then the old man 
ran south on Dearborn street. Witness steppea to 
the sidewalk, and, just as he reached the young 
man. the latter said, ‘‘I'm killed.” Witness 
supported him into the store and placed himin a 
chair. The boy lost his color and failed rapidly. 
He was placed on the floor. and witness saw the 
wound. No blood was flowing, but there was-<a- 
red mark on his ehirt. In about five minutes he 
died. The murderer, justafter the boy’s death, 
was brought into the store by an officer, who had 
the pistol with which the deed was done. The old 
man ejaculated something in Italian, but witness 
could not understand what it was. The distance 
between the man and boy, at the time of the 
shooting, was about two fect. The toy said noth- 
ing but ‘‘ I'm killed, “and witness believed he was 
unconscious after that, When. the manand boy 
were running across Dearborn etreet, the old man 
bad no bag or boxes on his back. 
MR. JOHN L. PARISH, 

alawyer, was the next, After he had taken his 
atand. Luigi Pietro Simoni was brought in and 
took a seat near the Coroner's table, Lieut. Gerb- 
ing on one side of him and Officer Jamieson, who 
arrested him, onthe other. He sat with his chin 
reeting on his Gand most of the time, apparently 
indifferent as to what was going on around him, 
the details of which he could not in all probability 
begin to understand. 

The witness narrated what he saw after crossing 
the Tremont House aliey. He had just come out 
of the hotel and was going south. Six or eivht 
persons were running across the street. The 
prisouer was standing on the sidewalk, anda boy 
near him with bis hand on the old man's shonlder. 
The old man had a pistol in his rignt han®- Wit- 


witness thougiit, and, 


ness neither saw nor heard any quarreling. 
The prisoner pointed his pistol towards the 
body of the deceased before, and when 


the shot was fired, the boy threw up his hands, 
and witness heard him exclaim ‘*‘Oh!’ The 
prisoner ran south. When directly opposite the 
vacant lot, corner of Randolph and Dearborn, wit- 
ness saw him throw the pistol into the vacant lot 
ashe ran. Two or three citizens grabbed him just 
before he reached the corner. The boy’s hand, 
when the shot was fired, was on the old man’s 
shoulder, as if he were detaining him. At the 
time of the fring, no crowd was very near them, 
but several persons were coming out of the Tre- 
mont House alley, one of whom cried, ‘* Stop that 
man !”’ 
CHARLES M’MILLAN, 
a contractor for masonry, testified to seeing the 
prisoner come through the Tremont House aliecy 
towards Dearborn street. Some one cried ‘* Stop 
the man,’*and another, **Stop the thief.’’ The 
prisoner seemed to have nothing in his hands, bat 
his arms seemed to be bundled up. as though he 
were concealing something. ‘*He had a feartul 
look on nis face, too,”’ added the witness. The 
prisoner kept running through the alley, got across 
the street, when the boy put his hand on him, ap- 
parently with the purpose of detaining him. The 
old man stopped, turned around, witness saw the 
youny man throw up his arms and stagger back, 
and then witness saw the point of the pistol in the 
prisoner’s hand. Witness cried, as the old man 
began torun, and witness after him, ‘* Stop the 
murderer; look out, he’s armed.’’ Somebody 
caugnt him down the street, and witness went back 
to the boy, who was by this time in the drug-store. 
The ooy lived but a few minutes, and after he died 
‘*this scoundre!,’’ said the witness, looking black 
at the prisoner, ‘‘was brought in.”’ The boy 
seemed to have no time to say anything to the man. 
lie appeared to stop, take breath, and the thing 
was over as quick asa flash. Tne prisoner made a 
peculiar squirm, as if to get at the deceased. 
FRANK WASHBURN, 

a boy 18 vears of age, who worked with McCue at 
the Novelty Leather Works. corner State and Lake 
streets, was the next witness. He testified that 
they were carrying up new paper boxes from the 
sidewaik to the new shop into which they were 
moving. ‘lwo bundles were left on tbe sidewalk, 
as heand McCue took up the first load, As they came 
down, the prisoner was «mashing the boxes with his 
feet and putting them into his bag, having gotten 
about haif of them in when they saw him. McCue 
told him he would have to pay for the boxes. The 
man said something, but they couldn't understand 
whatis was. McCue told witness to go up and 
tell Mr. Owen to come down, while he held the 
bag. Mr. Owen came down, told him he would 
have to pay, and the prisoner, saying something in 
Italian, commenced to walk way. Mr. Owen told 
McCue to watch the man while he went for a 
policemar. When Mr. Owen turned his back, the 
ltalian left his bag, and ran, apparently under- 
standing what was going on. . Witness and McQue 
followed him through the Tremont-House alley, 
witness being nearest him at first. About half 


way to Dearborn street the man went into~ 
a ljlot, ran around a opile of bricks, and 
witness saw him run his mght hand 
dawn nto. his oreast. The prisoner was 


rather walking than running at this time, but soon 
afterwards started on a run again. Witness 
thoucht the man had a weapon and yelled to Mc- 
Cue, who had gotten ahead of him by this time, to 
look out. McCue didn’t hear him. The man ran 
to Dearborn strget, McCue fo'iowing. As witness 
got ou the sidewalk on the east side of Dearborn, 
McCue had his hand on the man’s shonider. The 
man kept his hand in bis vreast all the time, and 
23 soon as McCue put his hand on him he pulled 
out his revolver, pointed at McCue, and fired. 
McCue exclaimed ‘*On!" took two or three steps, 
snd witnees saw bim fall, while he ran on after 
the prisoner, yelling ‘*Stop the murderer!” The 
latter threw his pis.o! into tae vacant jot, and wit- 
noss went down into the lot tolouk after it. Some- 
body else picked it up. About this time, the man 
was arrested. The prisoner was chased away from 
the Novelty Company's place Saturday nicht for 
stealing boxes. 

; JESSE B. NOYES, 

foreman for the Novelty Leather Works, testified 
that he chased the prisoneranda younger com- 
panion away Saturday night for attempting to bag 
some boxes. ‘Llaey went off, talking together and 
looking back. Witness and McCue started to go 
up the elevator, when they returned, and were 
again driven away. fle also testified to having 
sent the boys down Monday morning to bring up 
the boxes, to the appearance of the Italian, tbe 
conversation betwecn him, the boys, and Mr. 
Owen, and the Italian’s run across the street. 

Max Wangersheim, ‘‘a speculator on the Public 
Board, sir,’’ sawthe prisoner turn around on Mc- 
Cue, whose hand was on his shoulder, and fire 
cirectiy at the boy, Beyond that he didn't know 
much, although it took him some time to disclose 
what he did know. 

CHARLES VOIDT, 
employed in a South Water street commission 
house, testified to coming: up alter the shot was 
fired, hearing the criea of **Stop the murderer," 
eftc., and seeing the prisoner run, withthe revolver 
pointed downward. When the prisoner saw wit- 
ness, he held the revolver in his hand. as much as 
LO fay Witness would best look ont. The prisoner 
ran up to the railing, threw the revolver down into 


the water in the vacant lot, and witness jumped. 


The revolver produced was 
the one he had picked up. Witness held the pistol 
upand said to the crowd, *‘Shal! I shoot the man?” 
The crowd told bim to do it, but wnen be came ap 
on the sidewalk the officer was there and he gave 
the pistol to bim. 

William Davis, a printer, was standing by the 
vacant lot, when he heard cries of -* Murder,” 
‘Shoot him,’ **Lynch him," and saw a crowd 
running after the prisoner. -Witness saw him 
throw something over, and ran and grabbed him 
around the breast, so asto stop him short. The 
prisoner drew his hand across his throat, and said 
eomethingin broken English and Italian, Dutall the 
witness could understand was the word ** bitcb,”’ 
or at least something that sounded like that. A 
gentleman assisted witness to hold the man until 
the officer came.

THE VERDICT.

The witnesses were 
all notified to be present this morning at 10 o'clock 
before the Grand Jury in the County Building, 
when the next stepin the proceedings will be taken. 

_ SIMONI REACHED THE SAIL 

about 6 o'clock. He seemed to be frightened when 
the jailer went through the process of measunng 
him, ducking his head and shrugging his shoulders 
horribly, as if the hangman's noose was being ad- 
justed instead of the simple measuring implements 
being used to ascertain the length of his worthless 
carcass. The jalier and the attendants had very 
little faith in the sincerity of his fears, being ae- 
cidediy of the opinion that he was mérely acting. 
After the measurements were taken he cumbered 
the scales for a minute or two, and was then taken 
to the place where he ought to have gone 
more frequentiy when he roamed at large, but 
towards which he had manifested a characteristic 
aversion—the bath-tub.

POOR M’CUE. 

Mr. Gallivan. who keeps a grocery for his sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Fitzgerald, on the corner of Nebraska 
and Throop streets, wisely shook his head as he 
looked out into the darkness and remarked that the 
wake was going tobe a greatand distinguished 
affair. Mr. Gailivan reasoned like a philosovber 
forthe crowds of people constantly passing an

IN THE LITTLE FRONT ROOM UP-STAIRS 
the body of the murdered boy, Nicholas McCue, lay 


jn an open coffin, dressed in white and his hands 


clasped upon his breast. Along the white silken 
lining of the casket were festooned sprigs of myr- 
tle, and they ran also around the rim, the arrange- 
inent being most artistic and effective. Ona table 
at the heed of the remains were eight tapers burn- 
ing brightly. and several vases of fresh flowers 
stood among them. In the foreground was a cruci- 
fix, with a Jarge figure of Christ transtiexd upon it. 
Ranged about the sides of the room were seated 
a number of women, sometimes conversing in 
whispers, but generally maintaining a solemn and 
religious silence. Among them were two or three 
young girls, whose liveiy spirits were evidently 
unsubdued even inthe presence of the dead, for 
ever and anon they giggied silentiy behind their 
handkerchiefs, and gossiped about the new-com- 
ers between whiles. The hall leading from the 
front-room to the back-room was constantly flied 
with younger people of both sexes, gazing in 
curiously upon the strange scene, and witha! 
seeming to be quite awe-struck by the solemnity of 
the occasion. In the back-room al! the available 
chairs were occupied by more women. The stairs 
on the outside leading to the upper story were 
clogged with other pcople, and boys were perched 
upon the crazy railingtothe imminent danger of 
their necks, 

There were no religions exercises, al] those hav- 
ing been performed by Father Cooseman, the 

riest of the parish, in tne early part of the evening. 
But there wasa constant stream of visitors, and all 
visitors, whether girls, women, or boys, on enter- 


ing the room where the bod lay, 
fell upon their knees and indulged 
in a few moments of silent prayer. 


Thus the available space in the apartment was con- 
tinually occupied by people on their knees. After 
praying, the visitor would rise, take a look at the 
corpse, and pass auictly out to make room for 
the new-comers. Now and then a littie cirl hand- 
ed around a piate of cakes and biscufts, which 
rapidiy disappeared. The room was insufferably 
warm, and the perspiration stood upon the faces 
of the women eitting about the sides: but 
they bore fhe discomfort heroically, mop- 
ping their leows occasionally with their hand- 
kerchiefe, but never manifesting any intention 
or! desire to go away. A brother and 
sister of the deceased came in, and stood looking 
at the remains with sorrowful countenances, and 
the girl finally burst into tears and was ted away, 
all. tae matrons in the room echoing her demon- 
atrations of grief. 
BUT IT WAS IN THE. BASEMENT 

that the most characteristic features of the wake 
were obeervable. The honse is constructed like 
many frame cottages, the vasement being on the 
ground-level, and the parlor-floor being reached 
by a flight of steps. In this low-vaulted 
basement, with the bare rafters protruding 
in alarming proximity to the heads of medium- 
sized people, were assembled a large number— 
about Stwenty or thirty—Irshmen ;of matrre 
years, with half a dozen boys and as many old 
women. The men were ail] provided with new clay 
pipes, from which they whitled vast clouds of 
tobacco-smoke, which curied around the rough 
beams of the ceiling and poured in volumes out 
of the open windows. The floor was bare. The 
walls were of wood, unpainted and unplas- 
tered. At one end was a pine table, a 
stove, and a small cupboard through whose 
chinks could be seen tne gleaming white of the 
crockery appertaining to the kitchen. On the ta- 
ble were plates with bread and cake, a pitcher 
surrounded oy a8 suspicious odor of beer. and a 
The preparations were all there. The 


wake wae begun. Everything was solemn. and 


quiet. The men puffed away at their pipes and 
conversed in groups, sitting on the hard chairs 


and benches, with their legs crossed and their eyes 
contemplatively turned towards “the ceiling. b-. 
casionally a joke would be uttered, and. the 
company would indulge in a half-suppressed laugh, 
As the evening wore on, however, the assemblage 
grew easier. The beer was brouvht into requis1- 
tion, and the pipes were more frequently -elit. 
At midnight there was no diminution of the crowd. 
either in the front yard, upon tie rickety stairs, in 
the hall, in the best room where the corpse lay in 
by the eight wax candles and 
guarded by the bronze crucilix, or in the basement 
dusky with tobacco smoke.

A HEAVY ASSESSMENT. 


The Citizens’ Association to Ald the Assess- 
ors in Their Duties. 

The Executive Committee of the Citizens’ As. 
sociation issues the following address to the mem- 
bers of the Association, and to the people: 

You are wellaware that the subjects of municipal 
finance and taxation have agitated the public mind 
forsome months past, and that many and often 
conflicting views thereon have been expressed 
through the medium of the daily press; and this 
Association has encouraged the discussion both in 
public and in private. in the hope that, from the 
multitude of such expressions, some pian wouid 
come to the surface of a character to commend 
itself to universal respect; bat in thie hope we 
have been, in & measure, disappointed. 

Any aliasion to the evils which afiici us must be 
more for the purpose of emphasis than of enumera- 
tlon—an empty treasury; an increasing floating 
debt; the Police and Fire Departments crippled for 
want of means; the stoppage of public improve- 
ments; the filthy condition of our streets, some of 
which, and those principal thoroughfares, are al- 
most impassabie with safety, for want of repairs; 
the loss of public credit at home and abroad; and, 
not least. the anxiet 
immediate future—these are butafew amoung our 
many grievances. 

Our debt, bappily limited by a wise provision of 
organic law, when measured, by comparison, with 
our resources and population, or with that of 
other cities, is inwgnificant in amount; par- 
ticularly so, when we look at the value of 
our tangible aesets, one of which alone, the 
Water-W orks, is the subject of an offer of pur- 
chase, the acceptance of which would wipe out the 
whole of the city’s funded and floating indcbted- 
ness. Our Administration is not abnormally cost- 
ly. and it has that most powerful incentive to 
economy, the lack of means for extravagance. In 
considering the remedies available for our ilis, we 
are led to the belief that 

BOTH BANE AND ANTIDOTE 

may be found in our mode of taxation, and we will 
now call your attention to that subject, merely 
premising our rentarks with the suggestion that 
the present financial dead-lock is the leitimate 
outcome of the practiée of anticipating income by 
temporary loan, which, however necessary and 
justalable as an occasional expedient, has no ex- 
cuse as & permanent and systematic practice. 

it is much easier to decry an established system 
than to point out an acceptabie and beneficial sub- 
stitute; and the number who resort to the former 
process is infinitely greater than that of those who 
gan even supply suggestions in the latter direc- 
tion. We have theretofore expressed our Opinion, 
the correctness of which the experience of each 
year confirms, that the fauit does not lie solely. or 
even mainiy. in the system of taxation (which. 
with a few obtainable modifications, is as good, at 
least. as our Constitution will allow). but wilt be 
found in the faulty and defective, almost crim- 
inally defective, aduuinistration of the laws on the 
subject. 

The first and most glaring evil resulting from 
such maladministration is -« 

INEQUALITY OF ASSESSMENT, 
and from that one source flows all, or nearly ll, 
the other evils. It were idle to give even a few 
examples. This could not be done without invidi- 
ous personal distinguishment. The faci is patent 
to all of you who are taxpayers, and it is onerous 
to such of you as have to pay taxes on real prop- 
erty which yon believe to be overvalued, in com- 
parison with that situated In more favorable 
localities, or on merchandise assecesed out of ail 
aed it ae to that of your wealthier or more 
avored neighbor. Atthis time the payment of 
taxes is a sufficient burden, even if perperly 
assessed and economically expended; but if eith 
injustice or extravagance are palpable, the M eyes 
becomes intolerable. and any means of relicf with- 
in the scope of the law justitable. 

This incquality and unfairness of the assessments 
has been the alle; ged justification of the practice of 

‘ fighting taxes,’ which has beggared our Treas. 
ury and clogged the wheels of our administration. 
Take away the excuse, remove the cause, and the 
practice will berome odious. 

The statutes of our State provide that property 
shall be e ery assessed for taxation, and as a 
means to ‘that end further provides tha it shall be 
assessed at its 

ACTUAL CASH VALUB. 
That this has been done inthe past thereis not 
even a pretence, and that the consequences of such 
omission have been aggravated in the more patent 
asseseiments is too noterious to require proof 
is to the present assessment, commencing in t.. 
and returnable on July 1, that we call your atten- 
tion. 

A recent decision in Wisconsin by the eminent 
Chief Justice of ite Supreme Court, a jurist whoee 
national celebrity lends weight to his incontrovert- 
ible opinion, is to the effect that the omission by 
the Assessor to return the actual cash value of 
property for taxation after a proper and personal 
view thereof, not only supjects him to the pains 
and penalties provided for perjury, but throws sus- 
picion on and vitiates the whole tax list. The con- 
sequence of having asimilar decision in this State 
applied to our tax levy would be #0 disastrous that 
no such risk should be assumed or possibility in- 
vited. 

WE HERE DISCLAIM AND REPUDIATE, 
once for all, any desire to countenance or enconr- 
age an increase in the aggregate amount of the 
valuation of this city or county for the purpose of 
increasing the citv debt or the possi iliti es of 
county taxation; that a fair assessment of rea! 
property at ite actual cash vaine won!d raise the 
aggregate valuation is doubted by men of large ex- 
perience in that direction, and the present in- 
equality im the assessment of personal property is 
so giaring® and the cousequences 86 Momentous, 
that all considerations pale before the paramount 
one of justice. If, at any time, a fair cash valua- 
tion of property in Chicago should be so great as 
to’place it in the power of the authorities to in- 
crease the debt under the Constitution, the time 
will have arrived for the acitation of en amend- 
ment to that instrument which shall take away the 
power of borrowing in toto. 

Ata recent Convéntion of the Assessors of Cook 
County, which. was attended ®y three members, 
from this county, of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion and by the County Attorney, ex-Judge Wa!- 
Jace, whose official position and vast experience in 
matters relating to taxation renders his advice of 
the first importance to both the Assessors and the 
taxpavers, the whole subject was freely discussed, 
the requirements of the law pointed out, and the 
penalty for its oe et No argu- 
ment was or conld be brought out in defiance or 

jhation of its plain provisions. The on! 
ton propounded by the Assessors was, ** 
we determine the cash value of property in many 
cases? and to aid them it was suggested that the 
Citizens’ Association should es gl com- 
mittees of advice, “who yall ap- 
plied to for sformation assistance.

ANOTHER ERIE SUIT. 

A formidable-looking bill was fled Monday tn 
the Circuit Court by Hugh J. Jewett, Receiver of 
the Erie Railway Company, azaiast Charles Kobin- 
eon, to set aside a contract and compel the repay- 
ment of about $53,000. - According fo the state- 
ments of the bill, in 1869 the National Stock- Yard 
Company was organized under the laws of New 
Jersey, and by a supplementary act was authorized 
to borrow pot to exceed $1,000,000, and issue 
ponds to that amount secured by mortgage on its 
property. The yards of the Company were located

at Weenawken, N. J., on land owned by the Eric 
Railway, or by its President, Jay Gould, as Trustee, 
and the Company agreed to uee its best endeavora 
to sccure the shipment of live-stock over the Eric 
Read. In order to eecure the trade of the live 
etock shippers it was agreed that a large portion: of 
the stock of the Stock-Yards Company should be 
distributed among them, but that all the stock 
should be turned over to the Erie Road, or Jay 
Gould, who was to decide what persons the 
stock should be assigned. In this way, 1,000 
shares were given to Orville H. Tobey, 1,000 
shares to Milton Tabor, 1,000 shares to Charies 
Robinson, the President of the National Stock- 
Yards Company, 1,000 shares to John B. Sherman, 
General Superinte nde ut ofthe Union) Stock-Yards 
here.

MAT WEAVER. 
AN ALLEGED DEFAULTING CASHIER. 

Monday a/termoon dispatches were received at 
the office of Marshal Hildrup asking for the arrest 
of Mat Weaver, an alleged dcfaulting Casuier of 
the Citizens’ National Bank of Urbana, O., the 
particulars of whose abdsconding was detailed ia 
yesterday's *Trisuns. The Marshal] refused to 
make the arrest without warraat or information, 
anc so replied to the parties asking for the arrest. 
Yesterday morning the following was received from 
the District-Attorney at Cincinnati:

Drake & Co., commission merchants, on LaSatie 
street. He was conveyed tothe Marshal's office, 


and was given the freedom of the private office 


pending an examination. His friends were soon 
informed of-tne affair, and Mr. A. M. Pence, of 
Rosenthal & Pence, wus retained as counse!. 

In the afternoon the case was called up before 
Commissioner Hoyne. ‘The prosecution was rep- 
resented Dy Assistant-District- Attorney Boai, who 
desired a continuance, as the: witnesses were not 

resent. Mr. Pence objectedto delay. His client 
“ad too much busimess to sitend to, and it would 
be cruel to make him languish in jail for an inde!- 
inite time. besides, tue information was insuf- 
ficient. it did not bear the seal of any court, and 
his Honor had no official means of knowing any- 
thing about tie correctness of the information. 

The Commissioner dismissed this little plea by 
stating that several years ago be had been in- 
etructed by Judge Drummond not to give the de- 
fendant the benefit of any such little irrégularity. 
He knew Mr. Ambrose, the Clerk of the Cincin- 
nati Circuit Court.

When the case comes up before the Judge of the 
County Court, he is required to give \a schedule of 
ali his estate. real and personal, and of all his 
deots, the truth of which echedule maybe coa- 
tested by any creditor, who can examine the 
deotor and call witnesses. If it appears to the 
Court that the debtor has made a full schedule of 
his estate, and has not fraudalently conveyeaor 
sold any property to defrand his creditors, the Court 


. appointe an Assignee. to whom the debtor immedi- > 


ately assigns all his estate except what is exempt 
from execution. The Assignee proceeds, as does 
an Assigace in bankruptcy, to sell the property 
thus assigned, and to pay dividends to the credit- 
ors. He may be removed by the Court for miscon- 
duct. may be required to give a bond, and is al- 
lowed such pay as the Court may think reasonable 
and just for the services which he may render. 
Any debtor discharged under this act, upon assign- 
ment, who has acted honestly and withont fraud, 
shall, as long as the order of discharge remains in 
force, ve free from arrest or imprisonment on the 
demand upon which he was arrested, and upon all 
debts that be owed when the discharge was ob- 
tained, and which are mentioned in the schedule 
required ty be made and proved against him. 

lf a aebtor don’t choose to make a voluntary as- 
siguiment, and its not arrested on any of the 
grounds given above, there is no provision by 
which he can be putinto bankruptcy. It is then 
a race between his creditors as to which shall first 
First come is 
rst served; and the one whois the ieast diligent 
will get nothing, while the-keen-sighted one will 


probably get about everything.

A TANGLED WEB. 


A CONSPIRACY CASE

the names of Jere Dunn, Walter O. Hubbard, and

ic dispatch to a wan who hangs out a sign not far 
from McVicker’s Theatre, saying ‘*I am in foc; 
Mr. 
Hayden is the wealthy and affabie travel- 
ing manager of Cole's circus—a young man 
not given to conspiring, except against the public 
at large,—and it was for some time a mystery how 
he came to be *‘in hoc,”’ and in needof bail. It 
came about in this way, 
ACCORDING TO BOUZER: 

Hubbard and Vail, two young New Yorkers of un- 
tamed nature and respectable connections, vougcht 
out the saloon known as **Johnny Sauve's,”’ situ- 
ated inrum alley, at tae rear of McVicker’s Tiae- 
atre. They tired of the business., and sold 
out to E. dG. Bouzer. This man claims 
that he pail $2,000 in cash, gave 
two mortgages and other secrrities enough to make 
the price paid for the saloon about $10, 000. 
Bouzer says that yesterday Vailand Hubbard and 
Jere Dunn entered the place, drove the bartender 
out, and took forcible possession. When assed 
for an explanation they said that they had 
changed their minds about the trade. Bouzer got 
out a repievin, and also had the men arrested with 
the above announced result. That is Bouzer’s 
story. 

JERE DUNN’S VERSION 
of the affair is more circumstantial. Vail and 
Hubvard, he says, bought out Sauve's place, and 
paid $10, 000, part in cash and part in notes. Two 
of the notes were duly satisfied, and recenily one 
for $1,150 came due, and tney couldn't meet it 
just at.the time. Taey had been led to believe 
that the bolders were going to veat them out of the 
slace, and take possession, and, after consulting se 
awyer, they determined te turn it over to some 
friend for the time being. and let him negotiate for 
an extension. A billof sale of the stock and fixtures 
was made outin favor of Bouzer, who, being a 
man much around the vicinity of rum alley, was 


ercgaraed as a fit and proper agent, and they took 


his notes for $5,000 oniong time. Bouzer entered 
into a contract to return the place to them as soon 
as the Mlittie difficulty was bridged over. 
Then Bouzer gave 2a mortgage to the 
holder of the $1,150 note, and got 
an extension for six months. deere he 
Was in secure possession of the fascinating frem- 
ises, he proceeded to use them according to his 
pleasure. Vail & Co. tried to get it out of his 
contro}, bat failed. ‘* They knew not well the 
subtle ways” of Bouzer. At this juncture they 
were introduced to Jere Dunn, & man 

f affairs, by a mutual friend from New 
York. Jere was advised by his lawyer 
that Vail and his partner hada valid claim, so he 
took a bill of sale fromthem. Yesterday morning 
he took possessidn of the premises. He knew the 
premises very well. He entered into an arrange- 
ment forthwith with a locksmith to have the door 
securely fastened, and, while engaged 
with the mechanic, who should enter 
but Billy Wayden and Billy Foote. Mr. 
Foote is the traveling manager of Haveriey’s Min- 
strels. These innocent travelers knew nothing of 
these mysterious legal transactions concerning 
Sauve’s tumiiiar haunt. They simply wandered in 
to drink a glass of Appolinuris water. Jere Dann 
asked them to, and moreover asked them to stay a 
while and guard the bar incase some one should 
come in to claim possession. Hayden and Foote 
thus came into temporary ownership of the bar; 
but, while they were enjoying the delights of free 
Appolinarise, enter Boazer, who at once marched 
to the rear of the counter. Billy Hayden inter- 
cepted bimmia his expedition. ‘‘lam the owner 
of this place," said Bouzer. ‘*Noyoudon't,” said 
Billy. ‘**We are the parties of the first part in 
this contract, and you vamoose.’’ Hayden and Foote 
and Bouzer wentto a Justice for a 
warrant. The Constadvie came and arrested both. 
When Jere Dunn came back froma search after 
bonds he found his friends ‘*in hoc.” 

Tue matter has been quite amicably settled so 
far. batit will probably mvolvea good deal of lit!- 
gation as between Bouzer, Vail, Dunn, and others 
whose names have not appearedin this record. 

Mr. Hayden and Mr. Fwote have declared their 
intention to drink no more Appolinaris water in 
rum alleys, especially in places which are pos- 
scssed.

‘That no com- 
promise will be agreed upon by the Republicans is 
quite certain, and the Nationals wiil probably 
only find that they are having their labor for taeir 
pains.

seth this advice regarding disinfectants to house- 

eepers: * 

In an out-house set up a tight barrel or cask having & 
faucet in it eight inches above the chime. Into this put 
twenty-five poundsof common copperas (sulphate of 
fron), worth, perhaps, 3 cents e pound, end add six or 
eight gallons of water, and stiral!l together until the 
copperas is well diasolved. A pailof the fiuld, drawn 
through the faucet and thrown into a cess-pool occa- 
sionally, will be sufficient to keep tiem disinfected. 
Whenever a paliful of the fluid isdrawn from the barrel 
repiace it with a pail of clear water, and continue to dose 
until the copperas water loses its color and efficienvy: 
then add more Copperas. In this manner an abundance 
of cheap disinfecting fluid may be Kept ready for use all 
summer. Copperas is polsonons, and care saouid be 
taken +> children or dumb antmals from driak- 

uid.

A SICKLY SUMMER. 

The weekly health reports at present show a de- 
creased mortality rate, as compared with last year, 
but, in spite of the favorable showing, the Health 
Commissioner is apprehensive of a sickly summer. 
The winter was avery open one. Scarcely were 
there two successive days of freezing weather. In- 
stead of the animal and vegetable matter which 
had accumulated inthe strects and alleys bein 
frozen and thus preserved from decay until t! 
Health Department could remove it in the spring, 
it lay around in a decomposing state, giving off its 
poisonous gases to the air. During the winter 
months the city was restrictedin its means, and 
felt even poorer than it does now with its ques- 
tionable scrip, and as a consequence there was but 
little street-cleaning done. ‘The Health Commis- 
sioner has been at work upon the alleys ever since 
last January trying to clear them out and keep 
them clean. In spite of ali efforts, he gees 
in the weekly health reports indications of 
the presence of malarial influences. Physicians 
also report that patients have intermittent and re- 
curring terms intheir diseases. They were better 
or worse at about the same time eachday. There 
was also a tendency to diarrheatic complaints. 
These were indications of the presence of malaria. 
What would be the effects from this time on no 
one could prophesy. Tae warm weather had an 
increasing tenaency to. make the malaria malig- 
nant. ‘This was the most to be dreaded, ae at such 
times the commencement of the disease and death 
are separated by only a few hours, and the cases 
baffle the ekill of physicians. Malaria would ag- 
gravate all other discase and be particularly harni- 
fulin the case of the occurrence of cholera, the 
coming of which disease had been predicted by 
some persons, but was not much feared by the 
Health Commissioner. There was but little for 
the people to do besides preserve personal cleanli- 
ness, get pure air, and aid the city authorities in 
keeping the city clean,

The Treasurer will have the delinguent-tax-list 


ready by Saturday, and desires to inform delin- 
quents that they can save costs by paying up be- 
fore that time. 


The County Collector is now making a vigorous 
effort to gather the delinquent personal taxes. He 
has eighteen deputies on the war-path with in- 
structions to levy in every case where the cash is 
not forthcoming. 


Thomas Reed is in jail indicted for conspiracy to 
defraud, or for defrauding, or some similar crime, 
in selling Kansas land to whith he had no title. 
He is anxious to get out, and through his attorney 
yesterday petitioned for release ona writ of habeas 
corpus. he petition will be heard Saturday. 


The Clerk of the Criminal Court yesterday ap- 
plied tothe Judges of the Circuit and Supenor 
Courts for an additional deputy, and his request 
was granted on the representation that it was im- 
possibie for him to do the wuork of his office with- 
out additional help. In the afternoon, H. L. 
Hertz, late West Town Clerk, was appointed to the 
position created, 


Goodrich & Co. having abandoned the contract 
awarded them some weeks ago for furnishing the 
county certain supplies, Col. Cleary gathered his 
Special Committee about him ye sterday morning, 
and, after some deliberation, Goodr.ch’s contract 
was transferred to W. M. Hoyt & Co., at.their bid. 
They were the-next lowest bidders, and are reputa- 
ble business- men. 


Judge Wallace, in his proposed injunction suit 
against the city, finds that as far as he has gone he 
has nothing but mere assertion in the shape of 
evidence against the Bedford stone, and vesterday 
he appealed to the Commissioners to suppiy him 
with affidavits. To this end Messrs, Fitzgeraid, 
Burling, Mulloy, Wheeler, and Senne will start for 
Bedford this afternoon to view the stone, so that 
they can swear that they have seenit. The Judge 
says he will have a good case after awhile if the 
Commissioners will only supply him with affidavits, 
and they bave promised to do it. 

ON THE WAR-PATH. 

Sheriff Kern was excited yesterday, and, rushing 
into the Committee-room, had quite a lengthy talk. 
His grievance was that in passing on his April 
pay-roll the day before the Board had stricken of 
the name of Deputy McGurin, of the Probate 
Court, recently promoted from bailiff. Those ne 
attacked explained that they knew nothing of the 
promotion, and had erased his name be- 
cause they thought a mistake had been 
made, but the Sherif! was not entirely 
satisfied. Ke. was comforted finaily, however, 
by. being assured that McGurin'’s pay should be 


.audited at the next meeting of the Board, and then 


he went for the Commissivners from a financial 
standpoint. He said he was carrying too many 
county orders, paying too much interest'‘on money 
he had to borrow torun the jail with, and raked 
them thoroughiy for failing to provide aim some 
cash. The wrangle ended in the Sheriff inviting 
the crowd out to take something, the expense of 
which he ordered added to his account. 

SOME UGLY LOOKING BILLS. 

P, G. Gillett, of the Deaf and Dumb Asylum at 
Jacksonville, was before the Committee on Public 
Charities yesterday to urge the payment by the 
county for its wards new educated there. His pres- 
ence induced the Committee to take a glance at 
some of the bills he had forwarded, and in the end 
he may regret that he said what he did. Tne bills 
were simply outrageous, and brought down on his 
head the severest censure, and some remarks not 
at allcomplimentary. The prices charged fer cliil- 
dren’s shoes ran all the way from $2.80 to $4, and 
the bills for repairing were equally enormous. 
For boys’ boots the charge was $9. 50, and for boys’ 
suiis the charge ranged from $10.60 to 
$16. 34. The item of ‘*traveling ex 
penses’’ aiso figured largely in the Dilla, 
and was looked on with suspicion. The Commit- 
tec refused to audit the bilisj or any of them, and 
informed the gentieman that, if the county was to 
pay such prices for suppiies fur the Poor-House, 
the county would be bankrupted in a year. 
The county pays only $5 for men’s suits, and gets 
men's hogs at $1.05. and boots at $2.50. The 
Committee think that the Deaf and Dumb Asylum 
ought to be investigated, and in the interest of the 
county propvse to visit Jacksonville at an early 
day to getanidea of how that iustitution is man- 
aged. ‘ 

THE INSANE ASYLUM. 

Drs. Ross, Lyman, Jewell, and Hollister, re- 
cently appointed by the County Doard to act as an 
Advisory Board in the management of: the Insane 
Asylum, metthe Committee on Publte Charities 
yesterday afternoon, for the purpose of repurting 
upon their late visit to that institution. 

Dr. Hollister, Chairman of the Advisory Board, 
submitted a lengthy statement in writiny, to the 


' effect thatthe Asylum had been visited and in- 


spected, and that the Board had subsequently 
held several meetings and discussed what they had 
seen andthe importance and necessities of tae 
treatment and care of the insane, and were ready 
to offer some suggestions which they thought 
would be of benefit to the unfortunate aad the 
pubiic, if acted on. , 

Mr. Lenzen said he would like to hear whatever 
| and they 
were invited to speak in detail. 

Dr. Koss svoke in behalf of his c@leagues in 
answer to the invitation. The first thing necessary 
to the proper conducting of the Asy!um, he éaid, 
was an entire reorganization of the institution. and 
they bad drafteda plan for the rcorganizativa, 
which they were ready to submit for the considerh- 
tion of the Committee. 

Mr. Conly said he would like to have the plan 
presented, and the other members of the Commit- 
tee concurred, whereupon Dr. Lyman, Secretary 
of the Board, drew from hie pocket a mass of 
mee pe and proceeded to read a carefally pre- 
pared series of rulesfor the government of the 
Asylum. The rules provide for an Advisory Soard 
of five cians, to be appointed by the County 

rd, hold their tions during good - 
havior. two of whom to be members of the Faculty 
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. Thecase of McIntyre, 
bank President 


position during good behavior. The rules then go 
on to vrestribe the duties of the Superintendent 
in detail, and prescribe that his Assistant shal! 
also be a reguiar graduate, and that the Junior and 
Senior Physicians shall be graduates, or qualified 
to graduate at the next commencement, al! of 
whom sball reside in the institution, the 
former to be paid $600 a year and the 
latter nothing. The duties of the Assistants 
are then detailed at lengtn. and rules are laid down 
for the governing of the Warden, aiso the clerk, 
mutron, and engineers. 

After the reading of the rules an informa! talk 
was had, in which Dr. Jewell saidthe great trouble 
withthe ingfitation appeared to him to be that it 
had never hid any ruies, and, furthermore, that 
the physicians had more work to dothan they could 
possibiy attend to if they were ever so efiicient, 
there being 450 insane and 100 pauper patients. 

Mr. Tabor asked if the Advisory Board was sat- 
isfied that the physicians at the Asylum were com- 
petent, and Dr. Ross replied that he was not able 
+o answer that question for the reason taat he had 


pot had time, and for the further reason that there 


was no etandard of excellence or rules in vogue 
there by waich they could be judged. 

Some further talk ensued, and the medical gen- 
tlemen were thanked for their services, and the 
rules were referred to the Committee on Public 
Buildings and Public Service. The Committee will 
meet this afternoon to further consider the matter, 
aud there is every probability that the rules will 
be adopted. If so, then comes the tug of war, 
for the Irish members of the Board are in arms 
against Spray and want him removed, while the 
German and American members stand by him.
